Ban slams Assad for crimes on 
humanity as US, Russia meet 


GENEVA (AFP) - UN clnef 
Ban Ki-moon Fnday accused 
Bashar al-Assad of crimes 
against humanity as complex. 
Ingh-stakes talks between the 
US and Russia on disman¬ 
tling Syria's chemical 
weapons arsenal reached a 
pivotal point, stretching late 
mtD the m glit 

US Secretary of State John 
Kerry and his Russian coun¬ 
terpart Sergei Lavrov were 
holding a second day of talks 
in Geneva to hammer out the 
details af a Russian plan to 
bring the weapons under in¬ 
ternational control that 
emerged tins week. 

All day the top diplomats 


plus their delegations shuttled 
in and out of meetings, break¬ 
ing up into smaller technical 
teams, and then rushing back to 
consult with their governments. 
As both sides hailed die talks as 
■constructive, 1 ' they confirmed 
the talks were looking likely to 
stretch into Saturday. 

Teams of experts have 
been poring over a last-minute 
Russian initiative which 
caused US President Barack 
Ob am a to back away from 
planned military strikes in re¬ 
sponse to an August chemical 
attack near Damascus, winch 
Washington blames on the 
regime and says killed about 
1,400 people. 


At the United Nations, 
Ban lashed out at Assad and 
said a UN inspectors' report 
into the incident would pro¬ 
vide "overwhelming‘ confir¬ 
mation that chemical 
weapons were used. 

me Syrian leader Presi¬ 
dent Bashar ai-Assad had 
“carried out many crimes 
against humanity," Ban said, 
and insisted there had to be 
“accountability" once Syria's 
civil war is over 

The two sides 'made 
progress in coming closer to 
agreement an the scope of the 
chemical weapons stockpile," 
a senior US administration 
official said.

Top Philippine 
casino fires 
US managers 

MANILA (AFP)- Solaire Re¬ 
sort, the Philippines' biggest 
casino, said Friday it had 
fired its American man¬ 
agers, alleging breach of 
contract in a dispute that is 
now under arbitration 
The management contract 
of Las Vegas-based Global 
Gaming Asset Management 
(GGAM) was terminated 
"because of the material 
breach of the management 
services agreement by 
GGAM", Solaire's parent 
firm said. 

"GGAM has not spent any 
material time in attending to 
the management of Solaire 
and has failed to perform its 
obligations and deliverables 
under the management 
services agreement," listed 
Bloom berry Resorts Corp. 
disclosed to the Philippine 
Stock Exchange. 

Solaire opened an $1,2-bsl- 
lion gaming operation in 
March, the first of four, billion- 
dollar casinos to rise on gov¬ 
ernment land on Manila Bay 
as pa it of trie government's 
bid to become Asia's third 
major gambling hub along¬ 
side Macau and Singapore. 
Bloom berry and Solaire are 
controlled by billionaire 
Philippine ports king En¬ 
rique Razon, one of the 
country's wealthiest men. 
Bloomberry said it would 
hire an experienced casino 
hotel executive to replace 
Michael French, GGAM's 
representative who was So¬ 
la! re's chief operating offi¬ 
cer.

"I love the Polynesian cul¬ 
ture I married into, I lave my 
Hawaiian name. It is an 
honor and has been quite a 
journey to carry the names I 
c any," K eih an at kuk auakahi - 
hull lieekali aunael e, wh o s e 
maiden name was Worth told 
AFP. 

For years she has earned 
two forms of identification 
her driving license, which 
only has id am for 34 charac¬ 
ters, and her official Hawaii 
state ID card which in the 
past had room for all 35 let¬ 
ters 

But the problem came 
after Keihanaikukauakahi- 
huliheekahaunaele's state ID 
was renewed in May — and 
came back the same as her 
driver's license, with the last 
letter missing, and with no 


first name. 

Then a traffic cop pulled 
her over "The policeman 
looked at my license and saw 
I had no first name. I told him 
it is not my fault that my li¬ 
cense and state ID are not 
correct and I am trying to get 
it corrected 

"Over the last 22 years I 
have seen Hawaii is being, 
bulldozed and the culture of 
Hawaii being trampled upon 
and this policeman treated 
my name as if it is some 
mumbo-jumbo," added Kei- 
h an aikutt au ak aln huh h e ek a- 
haunaele, whose friends call 
her "Lake " 

Exasperated, she took her 
case to a local TV station, 
KHON-2, who publicized the 
problem, putting pressure on 
the Hawaii Department of 
Transportation (DoT) 

Within days, authorities, 
who had previously told her 
it would take two years to 
change and the surname char¬ 
acter limit would remain at 
35, had decided they could 
act more quickly. 

"By the end of the year,

Euro-dollar rate stable ahead of key 
Fed meeting 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The eurD-dollar rate was sta¬ 
ble Friday, days before the 
US Federal Reserve is ex¬ 
pected to begin cutting its 
$ S S billion stimulus in reco g- 
nition of a strengthening US 
economy. 

Despite the prospects for 
less easy money flooding into 
the US economy, the euro 
held onto its recent gams, 
supported by rising confi¬ 
dence m eurozone growth 

At around 21! 00 GMT, the 
euro was at $1.3.292, com¬ 
pared with $1 3299 late 
Thursday. 

The J ap anes e currency 
was slightly higher the dollar 
bought 99.39 yen, compared 
with 99.47 a day earlier. 


while the euro was at 132 11 
yen, down from 132 2S 

Most, analysts said that 
with months of Fed fore¬ 
warning, the much-antici¬ 
pated taper is well-baked into 
the forex market, with US 
bond yields having jumped 
sharply over the past four 
months. 

The only questions will 
be, just how much will it re¬ 
duce the monthly bond-buy¬ 
ing program, and how fast — 
the latter a function of how 
strong the Fed policy makers 
judge US economic growth. 

"At its September 17-IS 
meeting, we look for the Fed 
to taper its asset purchases to 
$7Q billion per month from 
the current $35 billion pace," 


said Michael Gapen at Ear- 
clays. 

■Although the average pace 
of payroll employment growth 
has slowed in recent months, 
we still see (the FOMCj. the 
Fed's pokey board) as ready to 
begin slowing balance-sheet 
expansion, since many partic¬ 
ipants are likely to view cumu¬ 
lative progress in reducing 
unemployment since last fall 
as meeting the hurdle for ta- 
p ering." 

But Kathy Lien of BK 
Asset Management said some 
recent weakness in US eco¬ 
nomic data could put off the 
taper, and said that under¬ 
pinned the dollar's relative 
weakness to the euro re¬ 
cently

The US has estimated that 
Syria possesses around 1,000 
metric tonnes of various 
chemical agents, including 
mustard and sarin gas, sulfur 
and VX. 

The Russian estimates had 
b een initially much lower, the 
offi cial said, without giving a 
figure. 

"IBs the same questions of 
what is it, where is it, ho w do 
we track it down, can we ac¬ 
count for it those are all part 
of the discussions," said a 
senior State Department offi¬ 
cial. 

"We're obviously at a piv¬ 
otal point." 

Washington and Moscow 
were also "working hard to 
find common ground" to get 
peace talks going in Geneva 
that would bring together 
Assad s regime and the opp o- 
sition and end the war which 
erupted in March 2011, Kerry 
said earlier. 

He would meet again with 
Lavrov on the sidelines of the 
UN General Assembly m 
New York later this month, 
with the hope of setting a date 
for the peace conference, he 
said. 

Following the Geneva 
talks, Kerry will fly to Israel 
to brief Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu on Sun¬ 
day. 

As the diplomatic drive in¬ 
tensifies, he will then travel 
to Paris to meet French For¬ 
eign Minister Laurent Fabius 
and British Foreign Secretary 
William Hague as well as the 
Saudi Foreign Minister Saud 
al-Faisal. 

Syria has filed documents 
at the United Nations seeking 
to join the international con- 
v enti on b anning chemi cal 
weapons and said it now con¬ 
siders itself a full member. 

But one of the issues still 
to be negotiated is the time 


delay given to Syria to com¬ 
ply with the treaty's conven¬ 
tions and declare its full 
sto ckpile. 

A UN spokesman said Fri¬ 
day the organisation has 
asked Syria for more infor¬ 
mation about its application, 
but he declined to say what 
was missing from the docu¬ 
ments filed 

Washington has warned 
the regime that further steps 
will also be needed before 
military action would be off 
the table 

Fuelling concerns about 
Assad's sincerity, reports 
emerged Friday that a secret 
Syn an military umt was scat¬ 
tering the chemical Weapons 
stockpile around the country 

Russia has not revealed 
many details of its plan, but 
Russian media report that it 
calls for a four-step process 
for the weapons handover 

Reports say the plan calls 
for Damascus to join the Or¬ 
ganisation for the Prohibition 
o f Chemi cal We ap ons 
(OPCW), declare the loca¬ 
tions of its chemical arms,, 
allow OPCW inspectors ac¬ 
cess and finally arrange far 
destruction of the arsenal.

Vatican-backed stem cell 
research wins $1.2 min 
US grant 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
Vatican-backed US company 
that researches an alternative 
to embryonic stem cells on 
Friday received a $1.2 million 
dollar government grant, de¬ 
spite independent studies that 
que sti a n whether th eir pro duct 
exists. 

NeoStem, a New Jersey- 
headquartered company, is in¬ 
vestigating very small 
embryonic-like (VSEL) cells 
found m adult bone marrow 
that they say may be able to re- 
graw into different kinds of 
tissue. 

The research has stirred 
controversy due to Neo Stem's 


marketing p artnership with the 
Vatican and because three in¬ 
dependent studies have been 
unable to confirm the cell s are 
even there 

The latest peer-reviewed 
grant, totaling $1,221,854, was 
provided by the US National 
Institutes of Health for re¬ 
search on an experimental 
drug that could regenerate 
bone tissue damaged by peri¬ 
odontitis, a serious gum dis¬ 
ease. 

The company, along with 
other partner institutions, has 
already received $4.5 million 
m government research grants, 
including from the Depart¬ 


ment of Defense and the NIH, 

Hie phase two trial could 
begin later this year or early 
next, and would be conducted 
in cooperation with investiga¬ 
tors at the University of Michi¬ 
gan, the company said. 

In July, scientists at Stan¬ 
ford University said in the 
journal Stem Cell Reports they 
could not replicate Neo Stem's 
findings of VSELs in the bone 
marrow of lab mice. 

Instead, they found that 
what was purported to be 
VSELs — about five microm¬ 
eters m diameter -- were either 
debns or dead cells 

Two previous studies pub¬ 
lished m the journal PLdS One 
m 2D12 and 2013 also de¬ 
scribed unsuccessful attempts 
to locate die cells. 

However, several other labs 
have been able to research the 
ceils by following the precise 
methods described by patent- 
holders, according to Marmsz 
ftatajezak, whose lab in the 
southern state of Kentucky 
first found the cells in mice in 
2006. 

The field of stem cell re¬ 
search has raised hopes of 
finding cures for everything 
from blindness to paralysis, 
hut the work is controversial 
and fraught with legal barriers 
over patents. 

Embryonic stem cell re¬ 
search has been a political 
lightning ro d, opposed by reli¬ 
gious groups and individuals 
who regard a stem cell as a 
human life form. 

Meanwhile, stem cells iso¬ 
lated from adult tissues are re¬ 
ceiving plenty of attention, bus 
researchers have yet to find a 
way to use them on a large 
scale to safely and efficiently 
regenerate organs and tissues.

" Oil the wedding ni ght and 
after intercourse, she suffered 
from bleeding and uterine rup¬ 
ture which caused her death,"

Gthman said authorities 
had not taken any action 
against the girl's family or her 
husband.

Honduras steps up WTO 
fight over Australia tobacco 
law 


GENEVA (AFP) - Honduras 
on Friday raised the pressure 
on Australia over its landmark 
pi Baa packaging rules for to¬ 
bacco by Launching a full¬ 
blown dispute at the World 
Trade Organization, the global 
body said. 

Tire WTO said that Hon¬ 
duras, one of four countries 
that say they oppose Australia's 
legislation on commercial 
grounds, had requested tire for¬ 
mation of a dispute settlement 
panel to settle the issue. 

It is the second time that 
Honduras has made such a re¬ 
quest Its first attempt in No¬ 
vember 2D12 was blocked by 
Australia, a move allowed just 
once under WTG rules. 

Australia's pioneering legis¬ 
lation, passed m 2011 and in 
force since last December, 
aims to curb smoking by re¬ 


quiring tobacco products to be 
sold m drab green boxes with 
the same typeface and graphic 
images of diseased smokers 
Given that the legislation 
covers all tobacco products, 
not just cigarettes, it been chal¬ 
lenged at the WTO by Hon¬ 
duras and fellow 
cigar-producing nations Cuba 
and the Dominican Republic. 

The Geneva-based WTO 
oversees its 159 member 
economies'respect for the rules 
of global cDimnerce Its dispute 
settlement process, steered by 
independent trade and legal ex¬ 
perts, can last for years 

In the event that the plain¬ 
tiffs won their case, the WTO's 
disputes settlement body 
would have the power Id au¬ 
thorise retailatory trade meas¬ 
ures against Australia if the 
country failed to fall into line.

transfer sites, authorities said

The Buenos Aires man is 
said to have been making 
$50,000 a month as leader of a 
hacking gang that included 
seven other people, who re¬ 
main under investigation, the 
security ministry sad 

It called the detainee a 
'super hacker' 

He is the son of a computer 
systems engineer and worked 
from home in a "technological 
cave" with several high power 
computers and lots of other 
high-tech equipment, the min¬ 
istry said in a statement. 

The arrestm so-called "Op¬ 
eration Zombie" stems from a 
probe that began in 2012.

But Chevron and 
Transocean still faced civil 
suits seeking damages.

Cyclist Obree sets speed record 

BATTLE MOUNTAIN (AFP) - Former Scottish cycling champion Graeme 
Obree set a new world record Friday, hurtling head-first across the Nevada 
desert at over 50 mph on a prone-style bike called "The Beastie." The 48- 
year-old, known as "The Flying Scotsman" broke a 30-year-old record for 
a one-man prone machine by reaching 5G.G mph (91,1 kph) at the World 
Human Powered Speed Challenge event near Battle Mountain, in the west¬ 
ern US state.The Nevada event, in its 14th year, tests riders on "what is ar¬ 
guably the straightest, flattest, and smoothest road surface in the world," 
according to organizers. At an altitude of 4 r 619ft (1,408 m), they can accel¬ 
erate over four miles to reach their maximum velocity being timed over a 
200-meter distance. In his top cycling days - when he was known for his 
distinctive aerodynamic helmet and riding position - Obree twice set the 
world hour record in 1993 and 1994, and he was the 4,000 m pursuit cham¬ 
pion in 1993 and 1995. in 2006 his story was made into a film called "The 
Flying S cotsm an,” which told how he built his bike from old bits of wash¬ 
ing machines, won glory on the world cycling stage but also suffered lows, including with mental health problems. 
Olympic champion cyclist Chris Hoy is among those who have paid tribute to Obree's pioneering spirit.

ESPN on Thursday that he is 
.still waiting to hear what game 
plan his trainer./father Floyd Sr. 
has m store for him. 

Asked by the commentator 
to explain why, with just two 
days to go before the fight, he 
didn't know what Ins father's 
tactics were going to be, May¬ 
weather gave a rambling an¬ 
swer. 

" I am talking about what my 
father has in store. You don't 
have a game plan eight weeks 
into the fight*" said May¬ 
weather, who is undefeated in 
44 fights "Because right before 
1 go into the ring my dad is 
going to say 'this is what 1 want 
you to work on. So I go out 
there and do it. 

Former pro boxer Floyd 
Mayweather Sr. taught his son 
to fight and was his trainer 
early m Floyd Jr.'s career 

They had a falling out and 
the unde, Roger Mayweather, 
took over as Floyd Jr.’s trainer 
Then earlier this year Floyd Jr 
made up with his fattier and 
this marks the second straight 
bout Floyd Sr will be running 
the show. 

Last week Mayweather said 
Ins team has handpicked many 
of Ins opponents which not 
only helped him avoid getting 


hurt but meant he received

After Mayweather beat 
Robert Guerrero in May, he 
s ai d he wanted t o fi ght ag am m 
September - marking the first 
time since 2007 he will be in the 
nng twice in a calendar year.

In 2011, he was 
charged with lying under 
oath and other violations 
when denying he had 
used performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs before a 
grand j ury h earmg ah out 
the BALCO scandal in

But the only charge on 
which Bonds was con¬ 
victed was for obstruc¬ 
tion of justice when he 
gave a rambling, evasive 



answer about his life as 
the son af abaseball star 
when asked if his 
trainer, BALCQ-lmked 
Greg Anderson, had 
ever given him self-in- 
] ectab 1 e sub stanc e s. 

A unanimous three- 
j udge opinion by the ap - 
peal court rejected the 
arguments by Bonds 
and his attorneys that 
his testimony was "eva¬ 
sive, misleading and ca¬ 
pable of influencing the 
grand jury to minimize 


the trainer's role in the distri¬ 
bution of performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs. 11 

Bands faces two years on 
probation and 30 days of 
electnonically monitored

Bonds could appeal the lat¬ 
est ruling to a larger panel of 
judges ar the US Supreme 
Court.
